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TIME TO CLEAN UP 

It is not too early for the 
health departments of our mu- 
nipalities to prepare for ' their 
spring clean-up day. The snow 
is gone, exposing to view the ac- 
cumulated refuse of the wifiter 
month, In Canada we are fav- 
ored with a covering mantle of 
snow during seyeral months, and 
as a consequence, are inclined to 
be somewhat careless of sanitary 
conditions. With the coming of 
warmer weather, this neglect be- 
comes a source of great danger, 
‘and, unless prompt action is 
taken, may give rise to serious 
epidemics. 

Municipal councils and boards 
of health: should initiate without 
delay plans for a general spring 
clean-up. Generous appropria- 
tions should be made for the pur- 
pose and a thorough organiza- 
tion developed for removal of re- 
fuse. © ; 

The local pride of the people 
should be appealed to on behalf 
of a cléan home—an appeal rare- 
ly made in vain. In many of our 
towns and cities there are-organ- 
izations interested. in public 
questions, only requiring initia- 
tive to secure effective action. 
The: beautifying, of their home 
town should be made an incen- 
tive for energetic effort, thus in- 
creasing their interest and en- 
thusiasm for the place called 
home. 


BEAUTIEY THE FARMS 


During 1915 an agricultural 
survey was conducted by the 
commission of conservation on 
400 farms in Ontario, In an- 
swer to the question “Are the 
grounds around the house 
neat?” it was found that 53 per 
cent of the replies were in the 
negative. In travelling over 
Canada one cannot but be im- 
pressed by the general untidi- 
ness and the absence of plan or 
system in the planting and care 
of the farm home grounds. 

.. Clean-up and Arbor Day cam- 
paigns, conducted each spring in 
many of our towns and cities, 
should be extended to rural com- 
munities. The first question 
the farmer asks is: ‘‘What. will 
it cost?” feeling that he cannot 
afford it. It will cost a little 
time in planning and work. in 
planting, but these will be well 
repaid by the added attraction 
and consequently increased value 
of the farm In many parts of 
Canada trees and shrubs for 


_planting can often be secured 


from the wild. Nothing is bet-

FARMERS RUIN. FORESTS 


Ontario's Gitter Experience—-Quebeo 
ana Pritish Columbia’s Methods 


It is only a matter of a few years 
at most until every Canadian Province 
compels its settlérs to knuckle down_ 
to.the law of fair play in the niatter 
of slash and brush bwerning, writes 
Robsor. Black of the Canadian Fores- 
try Association. With the continued 
improvement in railway precautions 
against forest fires, the question of 
dealing with the settlers becomes 
more and moro urgent. Regulations 
covering fire prefention as imposed 
by the Dominion Railway Board upon 
the steam roads have relieved them 
of much of theli old reputation as 
the chief viuse of forest destruction. 
in Ontario, it is an unquesticmed fact 
that of the scores of fires in, recent 
y large and emall, between Pem- 
broke and North Bay, mere than 
eighty per cent. have been due to 
settlers. The railways hs.ve been a 
relatively unimportant factor in On- 
tario’s losses. Ontario now has no 
permit system and is paying for the 
absence of it-in very large annual 
sacrifices of timber. 

The tendency of ull the Provincial 
Governments is undoubtedly in ‘the 
direction of settlers’ permit systems. 
British Columbia manages to enforce 
fairly stringent regulations governing 
the burning of brush-and slash, with- 
out thuch offence to the ‘arming popu- 
lation It is even said that the set- 
tlers bave accepted the law and its 
administration as the only fair method 
of overcoming a danger the conse 
quences of which they share in com- 
mon with the lumbermen. Quebe¢e ia 
making an earnest . effort tc get 
abreast of the necessity fo. Province- 
wide control of sl:.sb and brush firing. 
Prosecutions of guilty parties are oe- 
coming more frequent and magis- 
trates are increasing the severity of 
punishment It may be that a larger 
staff will be required effetuully to 
control the settlers from setting out 
fires during the danger seasons, but 
at least the dep rtment has shown 
determination, in the matter and will 
gSradually overcome the hardships. 

New Brunswick has taken steps 
which may mean a Province-wide con- 
trol of settlers’ fires. A special regu- 
lation of the Department of Lands 
and Mines was put into fo: e blanket- 
ing the settlements of Hazen and 
Grimmer, in the county of Rest 
guoche, and lsads adjacent thereta 
“Before any brush piles or slash in 
clearing lands car be burned,” reads 
the regulation, “a permit in writing 
must first be obfained from « care-

BY VETERAN FARMER: 


Little. Thoughtful Knacks That Make 
a Kind Helper Worth While— 
Interest and Care Count 


Some one has sald “that a bad,ser- | 
vant maketh a bad master/” and it 
stands to reason that if-one cavinot 
serve properly he will mever know 
when he is being served well. It is 


to the utmosc limits of our power. For 
instance, the hired man of to- is 


and fast rules of engagement, just 
what he bargained for he will do and 
nothing more. He has no interest in 
the work, therefore, beyond going the 
daily round, and becomes a mere 
mechanical tool. 

The machinery and tools around the 
farm are an expensive item fo the 
farmer, as breakages frequently oc- 
cur, but it is a well known fact that 
quite a lot of breaages could be avoid- 
ed. by more careful handling. How 
often are the double-trees smashed by 
careless hitching, a twist on the tugs, 
or what is more common wiih care- 
less teamsters, attaching the double 
tree to the wagon the wrong way, and 
putting the strain on the weak side, 
and when heavy pulling is necessary 
they immediately give way. The 
writer had an experience of this some 
short ‘time ago. 

Again, the farmer may set the hired 
man out with a plow. If it works all | 
right, well and good, but if not he} 
does not study its defects and try to | 
remedy them. “It is up to the farm- | 
er,” he says, if the plow does not go 
straight. Now, this is a great mis- 
take. It is up to him, and by tryihg | 
to remedy tlie defects he would be 
gaining knowledge that would stand 
him in good stead in after years. | 

Then, a team of horses gre hitched 
to a plow and harrows, all the horses 
do not take an equal“share of the 
work, still the unobserving servant 
keeps hitching them up with the same 
length of tugs and drives away. The 
result being’ that instead of four 
horses doing the work, two, or per- 
haps mostly one, is doing it, A little 
study of the animals would at once 
show you the necessity of adjusting | 
the traces. :

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HINTS TO WIRED KAN | 


Several English Restaurants Making 
Money Out of New Budget Act 


While many small restaurants and 


| coffee shops in poor districts in Ing- 


land have found their business dwind- 
‘ling throveh- the rise in the price of 
food to sticli an extent ‘that they have 
been obliged to pul up ‘the shutters, 
it. is ‘ah undisputed fact that popular 
restaurant# and cafes which ‘are. the 
property of large firms are now mak- 


| ing bigger profits than ever. In spite 


of precautions: these large firms man- 
aged to lay in huge stocks of food- 
stuffs before the Budget came into 
operation, and they aro now selling 
these foodstuffs at the Budget prices, | 
or else charging the old price and giv- 
ing the public jess forthe money. 
Even if restaurants age buying food 
at the advanced prices, however, the 
price at which they retail it ensures 
an enormous profit. Take, for in- 
stance, the profit con a four-pound loaf, | 
when three or four thin blices of bread |, 
and butter are sold for 4 cents. It 
works out at about $1. It is, how- 
ever, on cups of tea, coffee, and cocoa 
that the greatest profits are made. 
Big firms, buying large quantities of 
materials for these beverages, get 
them at wholesale prices. It has been 
estimated that it is possible to get 
eighty-five cups out of a pound of tea. | 
In normal times these restaurants 
charged 4 cents per cup, which, at a 
low estimate, works out at about $3, 
profit on the pound, but since the Bud- 
get they have incrgased the price to 
5 certs a cup—an increase for which 
there is not the slightest justification, 


four times over. - 
Readers, however, should bear in 
mind that they need not pay more 
than the Government fixed price for 
sugar, namely, granulated, 8 cents a 
pound; white Java, 7 cents; and lump, 
10 cents. It rests with the house- 
wife to see that the sugar is what it 
is represented to be. Some firms have 
been selling granulated sugar at ad- 
vanced pricés by calling it “pure cane 
sugar,” owing to the popular notion 
Uthat cane sugar is the best. As a 
matter of ‘fact, nearly all the sugar 
on the market fs can sugar. White 
Java has been palmed off on custom- 
ers at the price fixed for granulated 
but the former is inferior to the latter, 
‘as it contains a large percentage of 
moisture. p

OVER MANY Peers: 


The Terror of the End of Our Alfotted 
Span Still Haunts Men and Women 
Allke—Why Men Do Not Fight 


The .tatement has been mace that 
the present generation is suffering 
, from an hysterical fear of death, and 
that this explains the reluctance o! 
some to enter the war. We doubt 
whether one age or one country ‘dit- 
fers from anotifer in its view of death, 
Cettainly it cannot be majniained that 
‘modern civilization and its comforts 
have in¢greased the fear of death. tt 
was in the Elizabethan age, the age 
of heroes, as we regard it, that the 
prayer against “battle, murder, and 
sudden death,” was framed. , In. this 
comfortable, prosaic age, It is no un- 
common thing to hear a man or. wo- 
man express a preference for suddex 
Geath to any other—death itself be- 
‘tng inevitable. 


Bacon says that men fear death 


‘as children fear to go into the dark, 
and that they fear, not so much death 

~ as the stroke of death. There is no 
passion in the mind of man, he says, 
but it mates and masters the fear of 
death. “Revenge triumphs over 
death; love slights it; honor. aspir- 
eth to it; grief fleeth to it.” Bacon 
must have seen men and women fac- 
ing death cheerfully in the discharge 
of the most common duties of life. 


Spectre Not More Frightening 


. Men fear death to-day no more than 
they did a thousand years ago, but 
they are more reluctant to destroy 
life, Capital punishment, once in- 
fiicted for a trifling theft, is now re- 
served for murder. We have a high- 
er sense than our ancestors of the 
sacredness of life. The modern move- 
“ment against war-is the result, not of 
an abject clinging to life, but of a 

_ strong repugnance to taking the life 
of another. When Ruskin considers 
the calling of a soldier, he says that 

not because he is 
eager to slay, but because he is will- 
ing to die. : ' 

_ Suicide’ is Abhorrent 


If reluctance to take life is merely 
a kind of modern or new-world sen- 
timentalism, what shall we say of the 
goneral abhorrence of suicide or of in- 
fanticide? is sanitary science merely 
a form of hysteria? Surely an in- 
creased regard for the sacredness of 
life is a sign of advancing. civilization, 
Our: own lives are given to us in 
trust, and may be laid down only for 
some cause that is greater than life 
itself, It is not recklessness of life 
that needs to be cultivated, but a deep 
and abiding sense of duty. 

“Modern civilization may also dimin- 
ish the passion of hatred, and that is 
surely an unmixed benefit. Of all 
the calamities of war, hatred is the 
worst—worse than the destruction of 

. property or the loss of life, Hatred 
is hysterical. To the extent that it 
1s diminished, men grow in strength 
of mind and heart.

LOANS ON INSURANCE 


Abises of Life Policies Denounced— 
Wives Should Know First 


Men are too ready to 9drrow on 
their life insurance policies, says an 
expert. Too frequently they look up- 
on life insurance as their own pro 
perty, and pot as they should—a con- 
tract’ for the  senéfit of prospective 
widows and orphans. The ordinary 
wife works as hard for the mainten- 
ance,of a home as her husband. The 
life rontract should be looked apon 
as tie wife's property, and the hus 
band should not borfow iioney upon 
jt. Women often strive to help pay 
life insurance premiums and fail to 
discover until their husbands die that 
possibly there is a mortg. :. on the 
policy. 

Where a man “borrows upon his 
policy for ‘the purpose of paying pre- 
miums he is to be excused. fom 
borrowing fcr any other purpose, he 
should be discouraged. 
does so’ for specudtive purposes he 
«heats his family. A man shou!d not 
be jermittéd to borrow ‘upon 
policy without the consent of the 
beneficiary. Every woman wlio is 
striving tlrat her hveband may pay 
premiums upon life insurance for the 
berefit of herself and children, should 
always kuuw whether there i. a loan 
on such a policy if she desires to be 
certain to what extent she is pro- 
tected. j ou

Oetictous Fruit Cake 
Put half a cupful of lard into a 
@eep graniteware basin and bring it 


water and brown sugar. Chop one 
cupful each of raisins and currants, 
half a cupful each of pitted dates and 
jut meats, quarter of, a cupful of 
sliced candied eitron and preserved 
orange peel and dredge all lightly with 
flour until each bit of fruit is coated. 
When the liquid is lukewarm stir in 


two cupfuls of flour with which have, 


been twice sifted the following, in- 
gredients; a heaping teaspoonful of 


; ‘cinnamon, a level teaspoonful of soda, 


half a teaspoonful each of salt and 
ginger. All superfluous flour is quick- 
ly shaken out of the fruit and a tea- 
Spoonful of baking powder is thor- 
oughly stirred in. This practice is 
peculiar but very effective for keep- 
Ing the fruit from settling’ at the bot- 
tom of the cake. The fruit, with a 
teaspoonful of lemon extract and half 
@ teaspoonful of almond extract, is 
beaten: into the dough last of all. It 
requires about an hour in a moderate 
oven to bake this cake in one loaf 
which weighs nearly three pounds.
